Gorbachev 
step closer

MOSCOW — Russian President Boris 
N. Yeltsin said Wednesday he was 
dissolving the Soviet foreign and interior 
ministries and that he expected Mikhail 
Gorbachev to leave politics. 

A Soviet newspaper reported Thursday 


announcement of his resignation. Yclt.sin 
said Gorbachev planned to devote himself 
to charity work. 

"He said he wouldn’t be in any political 
activity,” Yeltsin told Italian television on 
the eve of a visit to Italy.. “It's his choice, 
notours.". 

Yeltsin also said he planned to sign 
decrees disbanding the Interior Minist^, 
which controls tlie Soviet police and riot 
troops, and the Foreign Ministry, which 
-runs all-of ihe-country’s-embaBsics and — 
foreign missions. 

: ' Most of their fbnetions arc expected to 
J>e taken over by Russia, the largest and 
richest of the 12 remaining republics. But 
other republics may set up their own 
diplomatic posts and police forces os the - 
' Soviet Union transforms Itself into a loose 
Commonwealth of Independent States. 

Gorbachev urged the moribund national 
legislature on Wednesday to hold a- final — 
session “and announce a transfer of power 
to the new interstate structure.” 

Gorbachev raised thb idea in' a letter to' 
leaders of the republics that plan to join the 
new commonwealth Saturday, the Tass 
news agency reported. Legislatures of the 
three founding republics — Russia, 
Ukraine and Byelorussia — have already 
approved the pact.

- y_n o w_^ h e_G o o ding Gn u n t y 
commissioners must be figuring out 
what they should havc.gucsscd from 
the beginning. Legal or not,> slapping 
a landfill “fee" onto property tax bills 
is no way to win friends. 

Twin Falls city officials learned a 
similar lesson a year ago, when a 
"fee" for street lights cnragcd-city 
residents. The- source of the anger is 
ti)C same in both eases: People 
instinctively know, the difference 
between a true fee and a tax disguised 
as.one'. 

The county had good reasons for 
the landfill fee. It needs the money 
because of tightening federal 
regulations. And. since everyone 
benefits from a well-run sanitary 
landfill, everyone should help pay for 
it. 

That would be fine - if we were 
talking abou.t a tax. But a fee is 
different, and county residents have 
been telling the commissioners so for 


;eks. 

- Some of-them object because they 
arc being, charged for a service th.ey 
may not use. Some object because the 
fee is the- same no matter how much 
or how little they use the landfill. 

Still others object because their 
property tax bills seemed-tb go up, 
and no one asked voters' permission 
first.' 

■“All'those'objcctions’ are' valid: By 


definition, a icc_should_corrcspond . 
.directly to use of a service. This one 
doesn’t. It has all thc earmarks of a 
tax. 

That’s not all that’s wrong it. We 
see both political and practical 
.problems: 

First, the timing is disastrous. The 
fee further l oads u p property tax bills 
at'a’lnhe when Id^bahFafe"thmking 
about tax revolt. If Gooding County’s 
commissioners had wanted to build 
support for the One Percent Initiative, 
they couldn’t have thought of a better 
way. 

Second, the fee may be 
uncolleetiblc.' County Prosecutor 
Lynn Nelson issued an opinion this 
week that the fee is legal - but that 
the county can’t compcl.pcoplc to pay 
it with their property taxes. 

The county can sue for it, but can 
anyoncTmaginc elected officials 
hauling voters into small-claims 
.court?.' •_ — . 


We suggest the county reconsider. 
If the commissioners think all county 
residents should share the landfill 
cost, then the money should come 
from general tax revenue. If not, they 
should charge.a per-Ioad dumping fee 
- a true fee that relates to landfill use. 

Either way, there’s no sense in 
defending a decision that angers 
taxpayers and causes administrative 
headaches.

Bombardier 
sleuth tracks 
.dowtv^terans:; 

DAPHNE, Ala. (AP) - Tucked away in a computer 
in an apartment in coastal Alabama* are the names of 
thousands of men who were war bombardiers. 

Some 35,000 names were compiled during years of 


bombardier sleuth. 

•‘We know of abour another 10,000 names I’m 
adding to the computer. We have to case it in in our 
daily administration involving the computer," he said. 

Humphreys, a 72-year-old retired Air Force colonel, 
said he began the research in Michigan before moving 
to Spanish Forti a community on the eastern shore of 
Mobile Bay. He rented an apartment just to house the 
four personal computers. ' V 

He started collecting ihe'veierans' names on lele- 
_ phonc.indcx cards abouUO-ycars ago’.-!-^ — : — — 

“1 had about 46 names at that time,” he said. But 
when he moved the names into a computer, he said, 
“the top floor of my Michigan house turned into a bom- 
bardiers workroom." Humphreys founded Bombardiers 
Inc., which publishes a quarterly newsletter. Crosshairs, 
now distnbuted to about 4,800 addresses.
